When the German ambassador began hi* 
first propaganda campaign—about the time 
of Hitler’s final grab of Czechoslovakia last 
March—the Nazi objective waa with the 
Turkish military. It waa no secret that some 
discontent existed between the military-con¬ 
trolled hinterland and the politically-minded 
at Ankara. The army had seemed Inclined 
to an expansionist policy, and, presumably, 
favored an Islamic and anti-western senti¬ 
ment. It was on this belief that Von Papen 
shaped his course. His agents told a very 
attractive story about the possibilities of ter¬ 
ritorial revision, how Iraq and Syria might 
become * part of Turkey, and how Great 
Britain and France stood for the status quo, 
while Germany stood fortfw-w frontiers. 

Along this line, moreover, Germany—and 
now Russia—has been traveling with a meas¬ 
ure of success that, at least, would seem to 
explain the type of propaganda employed by 
aartorially-perfect Franz von Papen.
